On December 2nd. 1901, MikHa and 
Kalani left the settlement in vfblatlon 
of the regulations of the

Health. John Waiamau. captain of 
Dolice, believed and had probable cause 
to believe, that they had been stealing 
sheep. No one being on trial for steal- 
ing sheepi the committee declined to 
investigate the truth of this charge, 
beyong the question whether there was 
orobable cause for arrest. Upon the 
return of Mikila and Kalani, December 
4th, Waiamau arrested them and put 
them in jail.

Putting Mikila in a comparatively 


dark cell and depriving him of pol. as 
a punishment for not confessing, or 
for fin offense of which he had not been 
convicted, was an outrage upon the 
fundamental principles of Anglo-Saxon 
liberty. 
Waiamau bears an honest name. H« 


Is a man of good repute. We think he 
tries to do his duty, according to his 
lights. 
Neither be nor, the Jailor ap- 


peared to be conscious df wrong doing. 
As most natives would have done un- 
der like circumstances, they looked tn 
the white men in charge of the settle- 
ment, and took their impress. Making 
allow ance for their subordinate' posi- 
tions, and for native characteristics, 
we think they are less in fault than 
Mr. Reynolds, and much less In fauit 
than Dr Oliver. They are, perhaps, 
as wpll qualified for their respective 
positions as any persons who «an be 
found In the settlement 
to succeed 


them. 
We believe that the erasure 


expressed in this report 
will teaeh 
them a lesson and serve the purposes 
of humanity and 
good 
government 


quite as well aa their dismissal. 
We think that Mr. Reynolds and Dr. 


Oliver should be Judged by more se- 
vere standards. They are the men In 
charge, responsible to the Territorial 
government and to humanity for such 
help and comfort as can be given to 
nearly nine hundred human beings iso- 
lated from a'l the world and slowly 
dyins from a loathsome disease. They 
are the men to whom the Board of 
Health, the attorney general, and all 
departments of the Territorial govern- 
ment rightfully look for full and reli- 
able infuimation in regard to condi- 
tions in this isolated and ina«eeeslble 
lazaretto. 
We have absolute confidence in Mr. 


Reynolds' honesty and honor, and com- 
mend his diligent and zealous efforts 
fo administer the affairs of the settle- 
ment weli; but it seems to us that 
his neglect to ascertain more carefully 
Mik'la's condition when his attention 
was catled to it, was inexcusable, and 
vhat his lamentably bad Judgment on 
that occasion calls for severe censure. 


We are forced to the conclusion, not 


only that Dr. Oliver neglected Mikila, 
but also that he has neglected his work 
in other respects. 
He has 
shirked 


srrave professional duties, delegating 
them to a leper who has had no medi- 
cal training. 
He has kept no data 


worth mentioning. There is ne other 
place on earth where leprosy ean be 
studied eo advantageously as at the 
leper 
settlement on Molokai.

to his opportunities, has good Pj^*~ 
pe< ts of world wide fame.

Create Much 


Talk. 


LONDON, April 5.—The war ia South 


Africa, politics and every topic usually 
of Interest, were forgotten today in the 
absorbing discussion of Cecil Rhodes' 
will. Regarding the extraordinary doc- 
ument, the Associated Press has ascer- 
tained some new facts. The total of 
Mr. Rhodes' fortune is likely to proy« 
.to be £5.000.000, or slightly under that 
amount. The executors are Lord Rose- 
bery. Earl Grey, Lord Mllner. Alfred 
Belt, Dr. Jameson. L. L. MJcell and 
B. A. Hawksley. to whom he bequeathed 
the residue of his estate. They trill 
divide £1.000,000 ort £1,500.000 among 
them. 


According to the terms of this legacy, 


the amount is not to be divided during 
their lifetime, but aa each legatee dies 
Tils share goes to the common fund un- 
it! the surviving legatee becomes the 
sole owner. 


Hence, one of the executors, the ma- 


jority of whom are already enormously 
wealthy, will one day Inherit what will 
then have probably accumulated into 
nearly £2,000,000.

which affords the sensation of seasick- 
ness. 
A number of animals are kept 


at the Chutes, and among them was a 
mongoose.

A former resident of Hawaii, whose 


chickens had been carried off by one 
of this triber recognized the "varmint" 
and Informed the authorities. His own- 
er, Wild Bill, refused to kill him or 
give him up to the police. A warrant 
was sworn out for the arrest of th 
mongoose, and he 'was about to be tak 
en into custody, when Wild Bill hid him 
in a box marked "oranges," and ship- 
ped him into Arizona, and out of the 
jurisdiction of the court which issue' 
the warrant. All that Wild Bill di 
was to send him to the nearest place

next term, which opens May 5th. Judge 
Robinson Is to preside at the May term. 
bat under the ne^'rnles of court, each 
judge will draw his own jurymen. It 
haft not been decided as yet whether 
«T not a grand juty will be called, bat 
la any event its session will be brief. 


"The Legislature should enact a law 


providing for the- summoning of jur- 
ors by tot," said Judge Robinson yes- 
terday. "The old law baa been declared 
Invalid by the Supreme Court, and 
wouW be Impracticable 
now in any 


event. 
The old statute provided that 


there should be both a Hawaiian and 
foreign jury, while the ^ Organic Act 
says that all court proceedings mnst be 
ta tbe English 
language, wblch of 


course precludes the possibility of na- 
tive Hawalians 
serving, unless they 


"have also the other qualification. 


"Formerly fifty names of Hawaiian* 


I fifty of foreigners were prepared by 


the sheriff and tbe judge, acting In con. 
cert, and written on slips of paper. 
From these fifty names twenty-four 
were drawn by lot by the clenk of the 
court, twenty days before the opening 
of the term. In the absence of a spe- 
cific statute the courts mast now resort 
t« the common law method until a npw 
statute can be enacted by the Lerijia- 
rnre. The common law provide* that 
the sheriff snail draw the jurors frbm 
the body of tbe county, and while we 
have no such subdivision here, the cir-

There was no meeting of the Exec- 


utive Council yesterday, thoagh Thurs- 
day is the regular meeting day.

This 
i-< a complete reversal of the decision 
Sive by .the Interior Department last 
summer. The text of the decision does 
not appear to be available yet, al- 
though It was stated yesterday that it 
had already been signed by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, and that a copy 
was to be furnished Senator Foraker 
immediately. 
The statement of a re- 


versal of a formal decision, however. Is 
authoritative, and the text will un- 
doubtedly be made public before long. 


Mr. Arthur C. Gehr, Land Commis- 


sioner Boyd, and Mr. Haywood all re- 
gard this as a victory for their conten- 
tion against granting any charter to 
private companies by Congress, ai-d 
probably this decision will head off 
all legislation. However, Senator For- 
aker has had it in mind to pass some 
general 
legislation, expressly 
giving 


the Governor of Hawaii authority to 
act In such matters. 
He has been 


urged to let the matter drop right here 
and now. He may consent to do so. 


The House Committee on Territories 


will probably press the apportionment 
bill at an early date. There Is every 
probability of Its becoming law. As for 
the other bills, they are sleeping a long 
slumber, as I have Indicated in previous 
letters. 


GENERAL LEGISLATION. 


Developments of the last few days In- 


duate that the canal bill is to have a 
show in the Senate and that it 
will 


hr.ve some chance of becoming law at 
this session. The steering 
committee 


of the Senate decided, this morning to 
gi\c the canal bill the right of way, 
contemporary with the Philippine bill. 
The Cuban reciprocity bill is not yet 
before the Senate, and therefore 
the 


steering committee could take no cog- 
nizance of it, but it is believed that 
when the Cuban bill has been placed 
before the Senate, as it will be after it 
has passed the House, the latter part 
of next week, it will be put ahead of 
the canal bill. 


Senator Spooner of Wisconsin today 


w agered sixteen boxes of good cigars 
against one box of cigars of equal qual- 
ity that a. canal bill would be passed 
and signed at this session of Congress. 
He is a pretty good judge, although 
some still think that the canal bill -win 
fail in the closing days. There are signs 
of a terrible fight in the Senate over 
the Cuban reciprocity bill. That and 
the Philippine bill will 
likely provoke 


long- debate, probably a month in all. 


Representative Corliss of Michigan is 


priming himself for another speech on 
the Pacific Cable bill. Nobody is pay- 
ing much attention to him. He is ex- 
pected to launch on another bitter at- 
tack against the company with his re- 
markable zeal for attack on this par- 
ticular point.

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COURT NOTES. 


Thp May term of Circuit Court is 


probably the last full term which can 
be held within the appropriation made 
by the legislature for the present bi- 
ennial peridd which still has over a 
year to run. Of the total appropria- 
tion of J36,000 for expenses of Supreme 
and Circuit Courts over two-thirds of 
tne amount has already been expended, 
and there is less than $12,000 to pay 
the expenses of the courts for the re- 
maining fifteen months of the period. 


The total cost of dispensing Justice 


in the Islands for the first nine month* 
of the present fiscal year has 
beea 


$24,806.87, not including the salaries of 
the Judges, paid from the United States 
Treasury, or the salaries of any of the 
under officials of the courts, which are 
paid by the Territory from a specific 
appropriation. Of the amount so ex- 
pended the two Circuit Judges, Hum- 
phreys and Gear, have stood sponsor 
for over two-thirds, and more than 
double the amount expended by all 
other Circuit Courts and the Supreme 
Court combined. 


At the rate at which the expense* 


were run up during the last term of 
Circuit Court, the balance remaining 
in the fund 
will carry 
the courts 


through the coming May term, and 
there will be sufficient to start the fol- 
lowing term. Prom then on the courts 
will be compelled to depend upon a 
possible appropriation by the next leg- 
islature for unpaid bills, for in no oth- 
er way can the necessary funds'be ob- 
tained. 


The cost of the courts in the Terri- 


tory up to December 31st, 1901, being 
the first six months of the biennial pe- 
riod, was $1B,'211.52. Since then tne cost 
for the first term of the courts in the 
new year was $7595.35, making tht total 
given above. 


The principal expenditure was, of 


course, for juries, the fact of three 
judges holding session" at the same 
time showing by the enormous expen- 
diture on this account. The expense 
of the petit jury for the February term 
In this Circuit was $2750.20. The grand 
jury was conducted at a cost of $1633, 
which Is as much almost as was esti- 
mated by the Chief Justice for grand 
juries in the Territory for the entire 
biennial period. The grand Juries re- 
ceive regular fees of two dollars, the 
same as petit jurors, but in addition 
it is necessary to appoint an extra bail- 
iff. 
Interpreters, carriages, etc., also 


come extra. John H. Wise, as clerk to 
the grand jury, was voted $175 In ad- 
dition to fees for his services, while 
W. J. Coehlo, for typewriting the min- 
utes and report, was given $88.20 In ad- 
dition to the regular per diem.

ed an Interesting letter in the mail, or 
rather a copy of a letter which Mr. 
Franklin Austin, a native Hawaiian. 
seut to President Roosevelt on the ad- 
ministration of Gov. Dole. It was her- 
alded here also that Judge Humphreys 
and Judge Little were coming with Gov. 
Dole, but Mr. Wilcox said today he had 
received a letter stating that netthei 
of these gentlemen would Journey to 
-Washington. Accordingly the prospects 
of a lively scrap right on the Presi- 
dent's doorstep have somewhat faded. 
Mr. George R. Carter left several days 
ago for the Pacific Coast to meet? Mrs 
Carter. 


Mr. Austin's letter to the President is 


very long and sets forth in detail his 
view of the current political situation 
in the Islands. 


The Washington Times devotes near- 


ly five columns to the effusion, giving it 
a reading head as follows: 


Governor Dole of Hawaii is due to 
arrive in San Francisco today. When 
he reaches Washington he will be met 
with a. vigorous protest against his of- 
ficial conduct, contained in a letter ad- 
dressed to the President by Mr. Frank- 
lin Austin, a native Hawaiian. 


It is to try to combat opposition that 


brings Governor Dole to Washington. 


He is accompanied by First Circuit 


Judge A. S. Humphreys and Second 
Judge G. F. Little. Governor Dole Is 
said by the writer to be out of har- 
mony with the people o( the island. 


Austin, the author of the attack. 


whose appearance in the case has 
evoked a roar of laughter from Gov. 
Dole's friends in this city-, is described 
in the Times as "one of the Territory's 
most prominent citizens, identified with 
politics for many years and with large 
business interests." 
The concluding 


paragraph of his letter to the President 
is as follows: 


"We, the people, unless our appeal 


shall have touched your' heart, must 
then arise In the might of that sove- 
reignty which Congress has so recently 
conferred upon us, that we may con- 
serve our self-respect and hold the es- 
teem of the people of the -world, which 
our race, in co-operation with our white 
brethren, never forfeited during a cen- 
tury of independence as a nation. 


"Reposing confidence in the 'strenu- 


ous life' and fearless sense of justice 
animating all of your official acts, I 


" beg, sir, to submit herewith this peti- 
tion of the people of Hawaii, together 
with the reasons therefor, and inter- 
preting to you their mute appeal as im- 
pressed upon my mind by the vibra- 
tions of their heartbeats. 


"Oh! grant the people the opportun- 


ity prayed for to lay the foundation 
stone and build thereupon a common- 
wealth which thus may ere long be- 
come the brightest diadem in the con- 
stellation that glitters upon the azure 
shield of Old Glory, that they may in- 
scribe 
upon the 
rainbow — Hawaii's 


time-honored emblem of hope — a motto 
in these words: 'Liberty, equality, jus- 
tice, and charity, unified in soul-power, 
shall evermore be the glory of Hawaii 
Nei.'" 


WILCOX AT THE CAPITOL. 


Delegate WIlcox was first able to 


come to the Capitol one week ago. and 
since then he has climbed the hill to 
the hall of the House every fair day. 
He is gaining In strength and Is now 
beginning to feel quite recovered. As 
he and Mr. Caypless stood in the Demo- 
cratic lobby of the House the other 
day. they talked extensively of matters 
Hawaiian. Mr. Wilcox said he was 
holding aloof from the 
gubernatorial 


fight and was endorsing none of the 
candidates. "They tried to involve m*- 
tu the Parker candidacy," exclaimed 
the Delegate, "but my 
people would i 


not stand for that. I am going to keep 
my hands off. I sincerely wish ft were 
possible for na to have some good man 
like Gov. Taft to come among us and 
govern t>*.

ADMITS HAVING 


KILLED WATSON 


George Faris, alias "Kentucky Bill," 


who stabbed and killed John Watson 
on Wednesday night, in a Joint back 
of the brewery on Queen street, and 
then made his escape, was captured 
yesterday by Deputy Sheriff Chilling- 
worth and Special Officer Renear, on 
the road near Oahu College. 


About noon word was telephoned to 


the police station that a man answer- 
ing the description of Faris, was eating 
In a Chinaman's house in Manoa val- 
ley. 
Chillingworth and Renear at o-ce 


1 proceeded in a back to the place men- 
I tfpned and came upon their man on tne 
road near Oahu College. He made no 
attempt to get away and was placed in 
th^ hack and driven to the police sta- 


i tion. 
At the police station Faris admitted 


h.i-. ing killed Watson and said that he 


I did so because he was always bother- 
I ing him and looking for trouble. 
Faris, it is said, comes from Ohio, but 


, spent a good part of his life in Ken- 
i tacky. Those who know him describe 
him as being a great boaster, but with- 
al an arrant coward, and a man whose 
ambition was to pose as a bad man 


1 before the multitude. 
I Watson, the man killed, came here a 
' few months ago with a shipment of j 
, horses fifem the coast, and has been j 
working around horses ever since. He , 
was well known in places where horse- 
men congregate and seemed to be a de- 
cent enough fellow, but who, for some ; 
reason or other, always missed hitch- 
ing with a steady Job of work. 
The inquest was held last night at 


the police station, the testimony of 
Daniel Smith and others 
who were 
nearby when the deed was committed, 
being taken. The verdict returned by 
the coroner's Jury was as follows: 
That the said John Watson came to 
his death at Honolulu, on the 16th day 
of April, 1902. from internal 
hemor- 
rhage, caused "by a knife wound-inflict- 
ed- by one George Paris, alias "Ke»- 
toeky Bill." said George Paris then and 
there inflictlpe salrt "Mnries with intent 
tojJll said John Watson.
